‘“‘The Reagan budget cuts are intended 
to bring student unrest and disguise what 
is really happening in higher education 
today.’’ 


The words of a student radical’? No - 
the words of William Neuman, chairman 
of the ‘‘official voice of the faculty,’ 
the Academic Senate of Sacramento State 
College. 


Speaking at a press conference on ‘‘The 
Budget and the Admissions Crisis’’ Wed 
nesday afternoon in TS-l, Neuman 
criticized the state college budget which 
has forced SSC to ‘‘construct temporary 
office and classroom facilities to fill the 
gap between the construction of large, 
efficient, permanent buildings.”’ 


Another member of the Academic 
Senate, Herbert A. Perry, commented on 
the ‘‘line item budget’’ which parcels out 
funds in identified budget packages such 
as office equipment and building 
naintenance, 

“This restricts colleges to have a 
creative budget to meet the needs of the 
students, ’’ Perry explained, He reported 
that students are aware of the crises 
because ‘‘they have to beg for classes, 
sit on the floor and take their turn ai 
the roulette wheel’’ to get an education, 

\cademic Senate member Dr. Kenneth 
Berger spoke about Chancellor Glenn 
S, Dumke and his role in the crisis, He 
said, ‘‘The Chancellor’s office has not 
presented an honest picture of the needs 
of the state college system.”’ 

Neuman added, ‘‘California has been 


praised and copied as having a great 
system of higher education and a great 
master plan for implementing it, The spirit 
of that master plan was violated in the 
past two weeks when qualified students 
were denied admission, 

“Only 515 students out of the 2,635 who 
applied on the single day sacramento State 
College accepted applicaions for ihe 
coming spring term will be considered 
for admission. 

“One of the great strengths of the 
California master plan and of California 
higher education was to offer equal access 
to all qualified students,’’ 

Neuman outlined a four-point plan to 
maintain the system of higher education 
in California, It called for 

“Il, Recognition that the California 
institutions of higher learning as they have 


ning for their operation starts with 
students, not dollars, 

“3, Recognition that their operation 
and management needs to be sound and 
businesslike, but that they are quite 
different from other state agencies and 
most businesses in both their form and 
function, 

‘4. Adopting plans and procedures 
which recognize differences in program 
costs and allow a flexible local manage- 
ment to achieve needed operating 
efficiencies,’’ 

Neuman urged the citizens of California 
to “act immediately to reaffirm the 
principal of equal access education to those 
qualified which has now come to an end,” 
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Plans found to save 
money on field lights

Why is Concilio, a program whic’ is fully endorsed and 
operated by the local Chicano community being term! nated’ 


Concilio is unijue in that itisanexample of what the War on l’overty 
is supposed to be, The Concilio is a bilingual service center that 
provides al! sorts of services ranging from an intake unit, to a health 
program, to a bilingual library, to a unique youth program If the 
Concilio is a success why is it being destroyed’ Could it be that perhaps 
those people who are in power do not want the problems of the poor 
to be solved’ Could {i be that those who administer the War on Poverty 
do not really be'ieve in self-determ’ nation’ 


I believe that the problem is more complicated than it appears to 
be. The Federal Government has the resources to eradicate poverty 
if it really wants to. 


Perhaps the intent is not to solve the poverty problem but only to 
compound it by throwing the poor a bone, and watching them cut each 
other up in the process of dividing it. Of course in the process they 
forget who the real enemy is. 


the whole probiem with the situation at the present time is that 

no matter how one analyzes the situation the people who always lose 
are poor people, The political implications are irrelevant to a farm- 
worker looking for assistance in finding housing for the winter, or to 
the mother who is in need of health services, or to the neighborhood 
youth who needed assistance in finding summer jobs, To these people 
Concilio is not a federal agency, Concilio is a people to people agency.

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Battlegrounds open again 


Campus unrest verges on flare up

There is every prospect that 
the California State Colleges will 
continue to suffer from the turmoil 
that plagued the system las: year. 
The blood that was quite literally 
spilled on state college campuses 
last year has left anindelible mark 
on the future of the system, blotting 
out any possibility of a return to 
a status quo ante. 

During this election year, all 
who have a stake in higher educa- 
tion will be under tremendous 
pressure, The politicai ambitions 
of men like Reagan and Hayakawa, 
and the continued existence of un- 
redressed student grievances will 
make relative calm on the CSC 
campuses a virtua! impossibility. 

The basic causes of student 
unrest still remain, but the ability 
of local campus administrators to 
deal with student protests in a 
reasonable and humane fashion 
has been significantly limited by 
recent actions of the legislature 
and the Board of Trustees. Both 
tie legislature anc the trustees 
are currently studying additional 
policy proposals which would ef- 
fectively destroy campus auto- 
nomy, the tenure system, and the 
right of students to allocate their 
own student body funds. 

The pattern of local campus 
administration the trustees have 
instituted with their handling of 
the San Francisco State crisis 
clearly indicates that faculty con- 
sultation on important policy and 
personne! matters vill be treated 
in those instances when it is ex- 
pected that it will reader the 
response the trus ees desire. 

In the San Fra icisco State case, 
the chancellor, ‘ cting in behalf of 
the trustees, dis upted the system 
of due process 6 that campus by 
forcing acting | ‘esident Smith to 
suspend Georg: Murray even 


though the charg 's against Murray 
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were still being investigated by a 
faculty committee, 
Subsequently, 
endor sed acting President 
Hayakawa’s refusal to operate 
within the limits of the college’s 
faculty constitution and his 
summary decisions to fire, or deny 
tenure to, his personal enemies 

on the faculty. 

Their appointment of Hayakawa 
to the permanent presidency over 
the vigorous protest of the facult 
presidential selection committee 
has set a precedent which bodes 
ill for every campus inthe system, 
particularly those where other 
faculty presidential selection com- 
mittees are currently preparing 
their recommendations,

Tax politics 


The trustees attempt to justify 
their own patent interference with 
the orderly processes of the aca- 
demic community by alluding to 
the ‘‘political realities’’ that 
higher education faces in these 
troubled times, Thus Trustee 
Meriam transmitted a packet of 
hate mail to a large segment of 
the faculty the purpose of which, 
Chancellor Durnke has assured us, 
was to apprise the faculty that 
“there are many for punishing all 
of our colleges by withdrawing 
support until, . .a proper respect 
is paid to those paying the bill.”’ 

The chancellor warns that ifwe 
in the academic community do not 
conduct ourselves in the manner 
the taxpayers understand and 
expect, they will deny us our 
academic freedom. The chan- 
cellor’s caveat is, of course, tan- 
tamount to the absurd proposition 
that we must deny ourselves aca- 
demic freedom in order to prevent 
others from doing so. 

The truth of the matter is, 
however, that the academic com- 
munity has less to fear from the

general taxpayer than it does from 
the majority of the Board of 
Trustees (including Reagan and 
Rafferty), Chancellor Dumke and 
administrators like SI, Hayakawa, 

It is their own view of reality 
that the trustees see reflected in 
Meriam’s packet of letters from 
irate taxpayers, The pattern of 
values which the majority of the 
trustees bring to their responsi- 
bilities permits them to define the 
acceptable limits of academic 
freedom according to their own 
personal tastes and preferences, 

As Thorstein Veblen observed 
over fifty years ago, when ‘‘the 
final discretion in the affairs of 
the seats of learning is entrusted 
to men who have proved their 
capacity for work that has nothing 
in common with the higher 
learning,’’ then governing boards 
cannot be expected to ‘exercise 
any function other than a bootless 
meddling in academic matters 
which they do not understand," 

Trustee Luckman apparently 
sees no inconsistency whatsoever 
between his public trust to protect 
the academic freedom of the col- 
leges and his repeated demands 
that communists and other unde- 
sirable types be denied the op- 
portunity to speak on state college 
campuses. 

Trustee Weissich undoubtedly 
was oblivious tothe possibility that 
his responsibility to maintain the 
integrity of the academic com- 
munity was incompatible with his 
personal desire to overturn a 
Sonoma State College student body 
presidential election because the 
thirty-five year old, black, ex- 
convict who was elected did not 
conform to his notion of the typical 
Sonoma State student. 


Trustees failure 


The tragic fact is that the 
Board of Trustees has not only 
failed to protect the California 
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State Colleges from attacks on 
academic freedom and due pro- 
cess, it has initiated many such 
attacks of its own, Furthermore, 
it gives such wide publicity to its 
own forays it has contributed 
directly to the public’s belief that 
such ideological interference with 
higher education is not only 
desirable but quite necessary. 

John K,. Galbraith might very 
well have been thinking of the CSC 
Board of Trustees when he made 
the following remark two years ago 
in a speech at Berkeley, ‘‘The 
governing board,’’ he said, ‘'... 
has come to serve as a conduit 
for political interference into the 
university. So far from being a 
buffer it is where those with a 
political axe now go to grind. It 
is where those with a whimsical 
objection to beards, free speech, 
or the DuBois C lubs canbe assured 
of a sympathetic and responsive 
ear, So far from being a buffer 
that protects heresy it has become 
a means for its exposure, And also 
for exercising political leverage 
or action... ."" 

If it is reasonable to expect 
that the conduct of the university 
by business men leads to this kind 
of ‘‘bootless meddling’ in 
academic affairs, it is a bit more 
difficult to find a rationale for the 
kind of role men like Dumke and 
Hayakawa have piayed in the ad- 
ministration of the state colleges; 
after al!, they do possess academic 
credentials. 


Organized groups 


Chancellor Dumke is a leading 
expdsitor of the theory that there 
is an international conspiracy of 
“organized groups’ that would 
use the campus as a base from 
which to launch attacks against 
society. One of the better known 
occasions on which he delivered 
himself of this thesis was a 
special state senate inve stigating 
committee hearing called by 
Senator Hugh M, Burns at Fresno, 
It is of some historical interest 
to note that the matter before the 
committee had nothing to do with 
an SDS assault on a building or an 
armed invasion of a campus by the 
Black Panthers. The committee 
was looking into complaints it had 
received about two art exhibits, 
the Spater exhibit at Long Beach 
and the Enos exhibit at Fresno, 

The chancellor took pains to 
explain that a major effort of 
this international conspiracy was 
to weaken the moral fiber of society 
through the wide spread dissemina- 
tion of pornography. Senator 
Burns, the perennial chairman of 
the senate’s un-American ac- 
tivities committee, praised Dumke 
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for providing expert testimony on 
the international conspiracy that 
he (Burns) had been attempting 
to alert the public to for twenty 
years, Since that time, Chancellor 
Dumke has expanded on his con- 
spiratorial theory to include such 
technical details as the ‘‘fact’’ 
that the Chinese communists are 
putting up bail bond money for 
students arrested in campus 
demonstrations, 


Chancellor admits 


In a recent public relations 
letter to the faculty, the chancellor 
has admitted that not all campus 
disruptions are fomented by this 
conspiracy; furthermore, he 
attempted to show that he approves 
of legitimate student dissent. But 
the chancellor’s notion of 
legitimate dissent surely would 
have resulted in the death penalty 
for Socrates. 

It has, in fact, resulted in the 
suspension of George Murray, the 
firing of Nathan Hare, the denial 
of tenure to William Stanton, the 
non-retention of Robert Mezey and 
expressions of outrage against the 
art of Messrs, Spater and Enos, 
to mention but a few relevant 
examples, 

If Chancellor Dumke is, indeed, 
a friend of academic freedom, 
then some thought must be given 
to the problem of protecting aca- 
demic freedom from its friends, 

The Board of Trustees and the 
chancellor have done nothing but 
exacerbate the difficulties local 
campuses face in dealing with 
student unrest, This generation of 
students has challenged the aca- 
demic community to live by the 
values it teaches, 

Only those who are truly com- 
mitted to these values canrespond 
meaningfully to this challange. 
Both the trustees and the 
chancellor have demonstrated that 
they do not under stand the meaning 
of these values or why they must 
be preserved, Consequently, the 
responsibility rests squarely with 
the faculty to nurture the creative 
potential student militancy offers 
for basic reforms in higher edu- 
cation, 

But the ability of the CSC faculty 
to accept this challenge is con- 
siderably weakened by the present 
balkanization of the faculty or- 


ganizations and the bitter 
animosities which have arisen 
among the proponents and 


opponents of last year’s strikes at 
San Francisco and San Jose, it 
is clear, therefore, that the CS( 
faculty urgently needs a forum 
within which to werk toward a 
new sense of community, a new

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Draft Help Center open to 


young men with draft problems 


Since its beginning six months 
ago, the Sacramento Draft Help 
Center has helped over 2,000 young 
men with their draft problems, 

Usually when a young man re- 
ceives his IA classification he does 
not know his legal rights, He 
doesn’t know where to go or who 
to see concerning an appeal, The 
Draft Cenier gives these people 
all this information and aiso helps 
them to set up the proper appoint- 
ments that may result in a de- 
ferment or reclassification, 

Six months ago the Center, at 
1715 15th St., was just an old 
warehouse. After extensive re- 
modeling, cleaning and painting it 
is an efficient well - staffed 
business establishment. The staff 
consists entirely of volunteers 
ranging in age from 16 to60 years, 
The director is Mark Laman. 
aman, 20, who has been with 
the center since its opening, is a 
sophomore at Sacramento City 
College. Laman as well as others 
on the staff, is a conscientious 
objector. 

All the training for the coun- 
selors at the Center is done at 
the Center. There are bi-monthly 
meetings to make sure that any 
new developments in the draft are 
well understood as well! as to iron 
out any problems that may have 
come up. 


Fill out papers 


The first thing the Center does 
when a man comes in for help is 
to have him fill out some papers, 
These will tell the Center who he 
is, any special problems he has, 
and his draft board number, The

“Some of the resisters will 
not work within the law, They feel 
to do that would be acknowledging 
that the draft is right. These men 
will not try for a deferment or 
reclassification, They will refuse 
to go in no matter what it costs, 
I have a lot of respect for them — 
that would be a hard choice, you 
know, going to jail. | guess most 
of us here would do that but it’s 
still not an easy decision,’’

Center is open daily from 4 p.m. 
to 8 p.m, and Saturdays in the 
afternoon, There is no charge for 
their services and their knowledge 
of the system is absolute. 


The Center operates entirely

Department reactions varied 
over the announcement that course 
preference cards, initiated into the 
registration process last spring, 
will again be required of continuing 
students this semester. 

Karl Openshaw, head of the edu- 
cation department, expressed a 
reaction against the use of pre- 
ference cards. 


The department found little co- 
relation between the education 
classes students listed as pre- 
ferred and classes which were 
filled during registration. Open- 
shaw felt this system creoted a 
waste of trained personne! am! 


money, and would only be valuable 
if some sort of obligation were 
attached to the preferences listed 
by the students, creating a more 
valid analysis. 

Gerald McDaniel, head of the 
government department, feels the 
card data was a helpful! device for 
that department. The information 
filed by the students last spring 
was used by the government de- 
partment in adding new classes 
where need was indicated. 

‘‘However, we are limited by 
our staffing,’’ McDaniel said. ‘‘The 
department can’t staff courses 
more than we have current facuity, 


AFT denounces Dumke 


on Moratorium stand 


The College Council of the 
American Federation of Teachers 
last weekend denounced Chancellor 
Glenn S. Dumke for his threat 
to punish State College faculty 
members who observe the October 
15 Vietnam Moratorium, In a 
strongly werded resolution, the 
Council members, meeting in Los 
Angeles, unanimously condemned 
Dumke’s order to State College 
presidents to initiate disciplinary 
action against those professors 
who suspend their routine daily 
duties on the 15th ‘‘to pause, re- 
flect and study — in short to 
teach in the most relevant and 
responsible sense the issues in- 
volved in the Vietnam war.’’ The 
Council pledged to support any 
teacher who is punished for obser- 
vine the October 15 protest.

The resolution further called 
for the immediate disengagement 
and withdrawal of al! United States 
troops from Vietnam, ‘‘for a 
turning of our direction from death 
and destruction toward the prob- 
lems of war, pollution of the 
environment, civil rights, inflation 
and other pressing social prob- 
lems.’’ The Council resolution 
called attention to the money cost 
of war, $80 billion a year, ‘‘money 
that could and should be used to 
solve our many domestic prob- 
lems.”’ “The denial of public 
higher education to tens of thou- 
sands of California citizens at 
a savings of $60 million while we 
spend billions on defoliation, 
devastation and death cannot be 
countenanced by men of intelli- 
gence and conscience,’ the 


resolution concluded.

John Rooney, Sacramento State 
College Registrar, defended the 
use of the preference carus as a 
source of good information, not 
only for students planning to con- 
tinue an additional semester, al- 
lowing the registrar’s office to 
pian for new student admissions, 

Rooney feels this is the best 
of all possible systems, consider- 
ing the school’s faculty size, 
facilities and financial situation. 

In his opinien, advanced regis- 
tration, which was used before the 
initiation of preference cards, was 
but a mutual exchange of ignorance. 

When advanced registration was 
used a year ago some 7,000 stu- 
dents (from over 12,000 enrolled) 
pre-registered, and from the 7,000 
over 5,600 later changed their 
classes.
